John Vickers, G8, Emmet carpenter, 


was struck and Instantly killed by n 
hit-and-run driver about midnight on 
highway 67, a hnlf-mile west of Hope. 
Vickers was reported to have been 
walking , along the 
highway when 


struck. 


Sheriff C. E. Baker said Monday no 


clues as to the identity of the hit-and- 
run driver had been uncovered,, al- 
though garages and filling stations in 
this section of the state have been 
checked. 


Vickcrs apparently was struck by an 


cust-bouhd motor vehicle that was 
speeding toward Hope. 'Part of the 
head was severed, the left arm broken 
in several places and right hip crushed.. 
Parts of the body were strewn along 
the highway for 50 feet. 
. The body was first discovered lying 
on the edge, of the highway by George 
Hosmcr, mechanical superintendent of 
Hope Star. He reported the accident 
to officers who began an investigation. 


Vickcrs is survived by his wife, two 


sons, Ira'C. Vickers of Ardmorc, Okla.; 
Roy Vicker* of Hot Springs; two 
daughters, Mrs, Ira Brooks of West 
Monroe, La.; and Miss Grace Vickcrs 
of Siloom Springs, Ark.

LITTLE ROCK-W—The Sebastian 


Bridge district of Fort Smith won in 
the Arkansas Supreme Court Monday 
its claim for 529,309.20 from the state 
to cover bond maturities which fell 
due in 1938 and which were' assumed 
by the state under the terms of Acts 9 
and 10 of the 1938 special legislative 
session. 


Under the 1938 acts the state took 


over (ho current maturities of nine 
bridgo" improvement districts which 
were continuations of stale highways. 
In some of the districts it paid the 
entire accumulation of current and 
past-due dcbte, while in others it re- 
quired the use of cash funds on hand 
in the districts, augumcnted by state 
aid. 


The 1938 maturities of the Sebastian 


district amounted to ?44,075 and the 
district had 529,309.20 cash on hand. 
The state sent the district a voucher 
for 514,765,80, the difference, between 
the amount of its cash on hand and the 
maturities due.

"She said, 'Oh, this is Susan,' and I 


said, yes.' 


"Then she said '1 came to get her. 


I have a court order,'.and I grabbed 
the child. 


-"Betty Ruth screamed in fright as 


we struggled in the driveway, but I 
found sudden strength and -I held 
on oven after the man left the car and 
tried to help her. My son, Ben, called 
police and they saved us," 


A. police report confirmed part of 


Mrs. Nelson's story. 


Mrs. Nelson is a sister of the child's 


father, Adolph Eckstrom, Miss Talley's 
estranged husband and her former 
singing teacher. 


Susan's existence came to light in 


Supreme Court Friday when Miss 
Talley began an action to gain cus- 
tody of the child. Her petition said 
she had not seen Susan, a bright blonde 
tot, since December of 1935. 
• Nelson said Miss Talley had not seen 
the child except on February 2, since 
a "few weeks after she was born." He 
said Susan was brought to the Nelson 
home at the age of 11 months and was 
reared by the family. 


"Wo love her dearly and we raised 


her quietly, protecting her from any- 
thing that might .frighten her," he 
said. "This (the February 2 episode) 
was the first scare she ever had." 


Nelson said the father was a fre- 


quent visitor at the home here and 
about a year ago he decided to take 
'Susan to his penthouse in New York. 


Miss Esther Mundell, a pianist who 


accompanied Miss Talley in many of 
her appearances and a friend of the 
Eckstrom family back' in the days 
when they lived in St. Paul, Minn., 
lives in the Eckstrom apartment and 
takes care of Susan, Mrs, Nelson said 
in court yesterday, 


Susan acquired the title of "the 


Princess" from elevator boys in the 
apartment. 


The Nelsons said (they wished the

W. C. McNecly, vice president of 
Tjyons & Carnahan, brought certi- 
ied copies of his company's health 
jooks as adopted in Alabama and Ar- 
tansas to a newspaper office for com- 
parison over the week-end. 


"1 am not interested in the contro- 


versy as to how books should be 
adopted or differences of opinion as to 
the corriculum in Arkansas," Mr. Mc- 
Neely said. "However, I am interested 
in letting the people of Arkansas know 
that no state is buying the same book 
furnished to Arkansas at a cheaper 
price than is paid in Arkansas." 


With the books, he brought a copy 


of the 510,000 surety bond which his 
company posted with the state of Ala- 
bama to insure that books would be 
sold at as low a price as any other 
state adoption under similar condi- 
tions of distribution. The bond was 
signed by Qov. Bibb Graves and J. 
A. Keller, state superintendent-of edu- 
cation. 


The Alabama contract set out that 


the Alabama editions of "Health by 
Doing" for 'the fourth grade; "Build- 
ing for Health" for the fifth grade, 
and "The Body and Health" for the 
sixth grade should be special editions. 
The -contract price was ,40 cents per 
book for each of the grades. 


An examination of the two sets of 


books by a reporter showed that the 
Arkansas editions of the books con- 
tained from one to two chapters mure 
thaji the Alabama books. 


The Alabama book f?r the fourtli 


grade had 250 pages and 11 chapters 
while the Arkansas book had 
208 


pages and 12 chapters.

LITTLE ROCK,—Like the early bird 


that got the worm approximately 70,- 
000 Arkansas motorists are 15 cents 
better off each for having bought their 
1933 driver's, license before Saturday. 


The price of the licenses jumped 


from 35 to 50 cents over the week-end 
after Governor Bailey signed Senate 
Bill No. 131 by Charles Frierson, Jr. 
of Jonesboro and others Friday pro- 
viding for increasing the charge. 


Frank Clancy, supervisor of the Mo- 


tor Vehicle Division of the Revenue 
Department, noted many motorists had 
anticipated the increase since sale of 
driver'^ license is running far ahead 
of a year ago. Already, one-thrd as 
many licenses have been issued as 
during all of 1938. 


Mr. Clancy estimated the driver's 


license buying public in Arkansas 
numbers about 300,000, Approximate- 
ly 200,000 licenses were isseud in the 
state last year, 


He predicted several thousand more 


driver's license would be sold this 
year than in 1938, One reason for the 
increase is that automobile owners are 
being required this year "to purchase 
driver's licenses before being allowed 
to obtain automobile license tags.

Chamberlain also disclosed an in- 


surgent explanation that airmen had 
disobeyed orders last week when they 
attacked Minorca 'during surrender 
negotiations there aboard the British 
cruiser Devonshire. 


Chamberlain read, a telegram from 


the British consul at Palma, Mallorca, 
Franco's Balearic island air and naval 
base, which said the consul had been 
authoried to quote the insurgent com- 
mander "as saying this attack was car- 
ried out in disobedience of orders, and 
is very much regretted." 


The prime minister said that with the 


situation Changing rapidly it was 
impossible for him to give assurance 
that the British government did not 
contemplate recognizing the insurgent 
authorities as the defacto or de jure 
government of Spain. 


French Envoy Ousted 


PARIS, France —(/P)— The Spanish 


insurgent regime raised Sunday night 
what diplomatic quarters called "em- 
barrassing difficulties" as France was 
reported considering recognizing it as 
Spain's legal government. With the 
cabinet believed ready to grant For- 
eign Minister Bonnet's plea for for- 
mal recognition at a meeting Tuesday, 
insurgent authorities suddenly order- 
ed the French consul at Barcelona to 
leave. 


Then, as unexpectedly, they shut 


their frontier across from Hendaye, 
France, to former Spanish govern- 
ment militamen, leaving French au- 
thorities with the problem of housing 
and feeding thousands who had ar- 
rived from Perpignan en route to in- 
surgent Spain. 


Later 
insurgent authorities told 


French officiate at Hendaye the for- 


1-mer government militiamen would be 


allowed to cross into Catalonia be- 
ginning Tuesday, when 6,000 would 
be admitted daily. 


French officials at Hendaye, who 


protested to Paris, said the insurgent 
action was taken despite formal agree- 
ments that all former government 
fighters who so close would be taken 
into insurgent territory. 


The French cojisul at Barcelona re- 


ceived a note from General Franco's 
government declaring it could not con- 
sider him "as consul or admit the ex- 
istence of a French consulate" until 
France had given it diplomatic rpcog- 
nition. Heretofore, cbnsuls, as com- 
mercial representatives, had been al- 
lowed to continue their work despite 
changes in rule over Spanish cities 
during the almost 3} months of civil

Welfare-Pension Bill Up 


The senate will consider amend- 


ments to the welfare-pension bill when 
it reconvenes at 2 Monday afternoon.
